The Glasgow Herald a&ya: — "Tho in- 
convenionco to which tho master masons 
of Greenock have recently been put by 
the strike of their employes is about to 
rooefvo a solution which will not impro- 
bably cause souio sensation among opera- 
tives. Wo are told the masters nave re- 
solved to introduce foreign labor; and it 
is understood that two gentlemen will 
leave Greenock for Berlin, whero they 
will coiupleto tho engagoment of a good 
number of Gorman workmen, 150 of 
whom aro expected to arrive in Hootland 
at the end of the week. The foreigners 
have accepted 7d. per houi' — 2>{d. under 
the rate claimed by tho men at present on 
strike." 

The Commons has discussed the hon- 
orary relations between barrisLurs and 
their clionts, and Mr. Norwood moved 
tho second reading of a bill which sought 
to give to advocates the power tc rooovor 
tiieir fees, making them liable for negli- 
gence and breach of duty. Tho debate 
was left pretty much to the lawyers in the

Since 
tliia vli, 1,1 inuny trials havo boon made of 
more simpit, ..,otho<ls of putting tho wea- 
pon overboard in s,.oi, n ninnner as not to 
interfero with its followinf, its course suc- 
cessfully, and a"carriago" frou. which the 
torpedo may bo launched from a lower 
deck port has now boon approved. The 
advantages of this novel method aro too 
apparent to need remark, aud while there 
is this gain in ellicieiiey it is also doubly 
satisfactory to know that an imniense nnv- 
iug is efl'ci'ted by its introduction. For hor 
size the Vesuvius was an exiionsivo vessel 
and absorbed many thousands of pounds, 
wherea's tlio cost of the now carriage, air 
rosesvoirs, and complete fittings as order- 
ed fill- tho Shah will, we understand, cost 
rather less than X2,000.

]'h)iToii (;i>i,oNisT:--Knowing tin' inter- 
est which a large number of your roadiu-s 
take ia tho development of the coal-min- 
ing of this Province, and tho vast import 
ance to our future commercial and indus- 
trial prosperity that centnis in thetc 
"black indies," which are destined, at 
some future day, to mako A'ancouvei Is 
land tho "Groat Britain" of this I'acuio 
coast, I send you a brief notice of tho pro- 
gross of railway building and mining 
operations conducted here by the "Baynes 
Soundjuolliery Co." 

The contract for 'building the railway 
from the mine to the seaboard — a diHtiuice 
of nearly four milos— is drawing near 
completion and will, in le.is than tun dayn 
more, bo ready for laying the railu 
throughout its entire length. ]\Ir. Ben- 
nett, in charge of building tho wharf, ex-

On Easter Day tho Rev. H. 11, Hawois, 
at Ht. James's Westmoreland street Mary- 
lobono, addre8.sed an overflowing congre- 
gation. Ho said — The now lifo of Spring 
is a symbol of, but no argument for, tho 
row life after death. St. Paul, indeed, 
seemed to use it as a proof, but St. Paul 
constantly used it in support of what ho bo- 
iievod an illustration whoro wo required 
an argument. Burn the grain of wliich 
Paul speaks, and it will never rise again, 
but a lifo which can bo arrested by crema- 
tion is not iininortal al all. At this season 
the resurrection of Christ was dwelt upon. 
Konu^ believed it a /»-io7-i impossible— and, 
therefore, no evidence coukl convince 
them; others had no a priori ideas of what 
was or was not possible, but said, "Pro- 
duce your evidence." For an event hiip- 
jiening so long ago, you could not have 
such convincing evidence as for more re- 
cent and ordinary events, but the evidence 
for the death and reappearance of Christ 
was as strong as that upon -which impor- 
tant events in history wore constantly re- 
ceived by good historians. Aftej re- 
viewing the evidence he pointed out frihat 
whilst the details of each appearance, in- 
cluding the Ascension, were open to ob- 
vious criticsm, the fact that many hun- 
dreds believed in a reappearance of some 
kind was, at least, a residuum of certain 
truth open to no question at all, "But," ho 
otlded, "suppose you prove that Christ 
survived death in some way, and that his 
reappearance wno not a vision, but a reali- 
ty, you flo not prove any survival. Tho 
early Christians, doubtless.valucd Christ's 
resurrection as an earnest of their own; 
and Kt Paul used it 08 an. argiiment. It 
may bo so; but how I cannot see. Tho 
connection between Adnni and his doaoend- 
ants is organic — tlioreforo all die; but 
the connection between Christ and men ia 
spiritual, and it may or may not exist, and 
what it involves physically ia far from 
clear; also, tho more unlike ever other 
hnman being yon believe Christ to have 
been the worse is the argument for yonr 
resurrection from this. The question is, 
then — Will you survive death ? In reply, 
we are asked, Why can't you believe in 
Revelation, which 8!\ys that you will; 
and have done with all such ques- 
tions? The answer is. Some do: 
but more don't and they dont believe be- 
cause they fear tohold what is intriusicul- 
ly unreasonable. Science tells them that 
to believe in survival after death is un- 
reasonable. How are wo to meet this 
Giant Despair Science speaks of mind 
as something secreted by the hodilyfunc- 
tions, and, therefore dependent upon 
them for its very existence, matter, 
and force— a vibrating nervous struct- 
ure produces th* phenomena called men- 
tal—!, e., thought and feeling, or 
oonseionsness and soul. For every 
thought thiM-o is a material ocjuival- 
ent — <lisperse tho matter, and yon annih- 
ilate tbo power of thinking. This aygu- 
ment would bo final if you could show, 
step by step, the conversion of physical 
vibration into sensation — if you show that 
mind is accounted for by force and mat- 
ter. But you cannot. Scientific facts 
will not bear tho strained inforonoo that 
mind cannot exist ajjart from brain — or 
that it is a mere brain product, and must 
tliereforo b(! dissolved at death." The 
preacher then ])ointed out why modern 
Spiritualism hod such a charm for many 
reflective minds, although admittedly 
connected with much imposture. "The 
fact is, you have only to produce in any 
form, however fooble or idiotic, intolli- 
gonco of any sort acting apart from the 
conditions of brain, nervous system. Sea 
declared by sci(mco to be indisponsable to 
mind, and tho new scientitio dogmatism 
on this one point foils to the ground. 
Physiology says mind is the product of 
brain. Sjjiritualism i)roposos to produce 
mind acting oulsido and ajiarl from a 
brain and nervons systom. If any sort of 
mind could eo exist, then there ia no rea- 
son why yours should not survive the 
shook of death." Tho preacher declined 
to express any opinion on the merits of 
Spiritaolism, and passed on to show that 
tho immortality of the sonl was the one 
hypothesis which introduced something 
like harmony into tho facts of life, and, 
above all, uu))i)lied a reasonable basil for 
moral conduct.

Perhaps even more eccentric than this 
is the last will and testament of Mr. Daniel 
Martinotto, of Calcutta. The following 
clauses are full of grim humor; — 

"The undertaker's fees come to nothing, 
as I won them from him at n game of bil- 
liards in the presence of Mr. Thomas Mor- 
rioe and William Porkes, at the said Wil- 
Uam Porkes' houso, in February last. I 
furthermore request, not only as it is cus- 
tomary, but I sincerely boliovo tho prayers 
of tho good availeth, and aro truly consis- 
tent with decency, tliat the Rev. Mr. Bat- 
ler read tho prayers which aro customary 
at burials, and also preach a funeral ser- 
mon on Sunday next after my decease, 
taking hia text from Solomon, 'All is vani- 
ty.' In consideration of which, over and 
above his fees, I bestow upon him all my hy- 
jiocrisy, which ho wants as a modern good 
man; but as my iiiiances are low, and can- 
not conveniently discharge his fees, I 
hope ho will jileaso accept the will for tho 
deed. As it lies not in my power to be- 
queath anything to my relations at home, 
1 shall say nothing concerning them, as 
they have not for these six years past con- 
cerned themselves about me; excepting 
that I heartily wish them well, and that 
my brothers and sislora may all moke a 
more pro3p(!rouH voyage through this life 
than I have done." 

The great Lord (.'hesterfiold soems to 
have had an (Hjual sense of humor, for by 
one of the clauses of his will, proved 
shortly after his death in 1778, he provi- 
des that — 

"In case my said godson, Philip Stan- 
hope, shall, at any time hereafter, keep, or 
bo concerned in keeping of, any raoo 
horses, or pack of hounds, or rosidb one 
night at Newmarket, the infamous semin- 
ary of iniquity and ill-manners, during 
course: of races thore;or shall resort to the 
said races or, shall lose, in any one day, at 
any game or bet whatKoover, tho sum of 
£5000; then, in any of tho cases aforesaid, 
it is my express will that he, my said god- 
Kon, shall forfeit from the sum of my estate 
tho sum of X5,()00 for the uao of the Dean 
and Chapter of Westminster." ^ 

Similarily, Mr. Davis, of Clapham, 
left— 



"The sum of 5«. to 'Mary Davis, daugh- 
ter of Peter Dolaport; which is sufficient 
to enable her to get drunk for the last 
time at my expense." 

And a London bookseller, Mr. Parker, 

' Left in 18T5, a legacy of X50 to 'Eliza- 
beth, whom, through my foolish fondness 
I made my wife, without regard to family, 
famo or fortune; and who, in return has 
agreed, most unjustly, to aocuse me 
of overj crime regarding human nature 
save highway robbery." 

To these instances may, perhaps be ad- 
ded the testament of Mr. Junea Bobbies, 
who, in 1869 

"Sot his face and hia will in favor of 
his widow wearing widow's weeds. Ho 
ordered, 'In the event of my dear wife not 
complying with my request to wear a 
widow's cap after iny decease, and in tho 
event of her marrying again, then, iu both 
such oases the annuity which shall beptyr- 
able to put her out of ray estate shall 'bo 
£20 per annum, and not £30."
